REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Following amendment, claims 1, 3-16, and 18-27 remain in this application. Claims 1, 
15, and 25 have been amended, following several conversations with the customer service branch 
at the USPTO. It is believed that all grounds for rejection have been addressed and that the 
claims as amended are now in conditional for allowance. A previous examiner has 
acknowledged that original claim 2 was directed to allowable subject matter, and Applicant has 
attempted to amend the claims accordingly to accept that limitation.
